President and members of the legislature,
th1s is strictly a change in explanation of the funds, you' ve
already approved the funds, and the staff in checking this over
feels that this explanation w111 tie down more securely than
they have new in the b111 exactly where the money goes. So
all I need to do now was to ask your consent to put this amend­
ment on, so Nr. President I ask unan1mous consent that the,
that the amendment that was read be adopted.
